In the past the Ambassador has attempted to be discreet concerning his 
activities in ttiis regard; however, recently he has used no discretion 
in this matter and has so' much as told his wife, VJEH.^, thtt he is 
unconcerned as to what her thoughts might be concerning this matter^ 

T«1 related that NOVAK 'POPOVIC, Caretaker at the Yugoslav 
Embassy, is one individual who has become particularly rovengefu? due to 
line threats, received, from the Ambassador o NOVAK POPOVIC formerly 
ser'/ed the subject while the latter was Ambassador to Russia and 
therefore > well acquainted with the treatment to be expected from th.e 
Ambassadoro T-1 continued that it is well known in Yugoslavia that 
no servant or subordinate has ever been able to stay in the employ of 
the Ambassador or his wife, VJEPJV, for any period of time due to their 
cruel and unjust treatments Ivhile in Moscovj the Ambassador, as at the 
present time, engaged in philanderings with various Rassian women, 
and this fact was knowm to the Russian authorities o While stationed in 
Moscow Ambassador POPOVIC had for a considerable period of. time. a, 
Russian cha'uffeur who reported on all his activities to ti-ie Russian 
authorities c 

T-a, of knov;n reliability, advised the Ambassador and his 
wife, dulling the month cf May, 19f?2, gave a total of twenty-’five.

Ambassador POPOVIC continues, to criticize the Embassy personnel 
for their lack of developing more American friends to work for the 
Yugoslav cause.. . He has instructed the Embassy staff to work in unity 
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and to strengthen discipline in the party. He cautioned ail meirPers 
to bo; t‘cc»iritj. conscious t all times and to destroy all notes 
taken daring tne co’jrse ol xhe various meetings. 

Ambassador P0P0VIC*S wife, VJERA, recently held a meeting 
of (Women’s Anti-Fascist Federation) diiring which meetinp; she 

criticized t}K‘‘ wonie’n*^f ”^t^^ ^bassy for their inactivity and ordered the 
women to take a more active part in enlightening the Americana and 
their friends of the true conditions in Yugoslavia. 

T-1 and T«2, of known reliability, advised that the Ambassador 
■xnd his wj.fe, VJERA, rented a summer home from June 1 until September 1, 
19525 at Blue Ridge Summit, Maryland. In order to defray tlie expenses 
of this home, the Ambassador endeavored ■ to have several other Embassy 
employees join him^=^ securing this s^IT|mer residence. (jAeutenant 
C-erieral )DAMIL 07 ?S^C. and his wife, known to have cooperated 

with the Ai;:hassador in defraying the expenses of this home. It is 
knciwn privately by T*^l that AMRA secretly detests the Amoassador'’ s 
wife, VJERA; however, AMRA was forcad into occupying this summer home 
as it conformed with trie desires of the Ambassador.
